who were dedicated to World friend- 
ship 
He agreed with a recent ut- 


terance of Dr. VanLoon who was 
a member of the Gonnand Club, 
when he advised that It would be 
well for Americans to learn the art 
of dining and forget the art of eat- 
ing as a means of courting world 
peace over a good dinner wHere 
ther would not be tempted to dis- 
agree and fight 


As a teacher of religion and a 


human being, Rabbi Bloom eald he 
was chiefly concerned with the dread- 
ful setup ot the world today, which 
is the extreme from peace. 


However while world friendship 


could be talked about at a dinner, 
where friends patted each other on 
the back, saying all was fine, much 
more that was 
fundamental and 


basic was needed. We must under- 
stand where we were and where we 
are now 
We cannot afford to have 


the false conception that all those 
who think unlike ourselves or are 
not after our pattern are in their 
manner of living, 
wrong 
Under 


emotions our patriotism is apt to 
make us consider that those who are 
net of us are against us. ' Such 
a feeling Is not in any sense World 
Friendship or mutual understanding, 
Rabbi Bloom advocated a good will 
movement with the slogan, "Make 
America Safe—not for Democracy 
but—for Difference" 


Germany, with its Nazlism; Rus- 


sia with Its Communism, Italy with 
its Fascism might try to inject a 
narrow-minded serum of intolerance 
into the lives of (heir children, but 
the very essence of Americanism is 
to be found in the slogan idea. 


Even so, Rabbi Bloom would ex- 


change cooperation for tolerance 
If 


one disagreed with him be would 
want to understand why he disa- 
greed, if possible he would like to 
convert him to what he—the speaker 
—would consider was right bat he 
would not say they had no right to 
disagree. So Americans, whether 
Christians or Jews, reason together 
and when they do that they cannot 
hate each other. But that Is what 
Europe is not doing and the world 
is not doing. 


Tbe speaker had no patienc* with 


the old pla'tltude that "Human na- 
ture never changes."- Fundamental' 
Instincts can be directed toward con- 
structive ends.. A boy may "gang 
up" with other boys of his kind and 
find his place In the underworld or 
ne may become a Boy Scout and do 
constructive work. The "herd" in- 
sUnct and feeing either way may re- 
mit in benefit and not detriment to 
the boy. 


The belief that we can maintain 


world peace only by being armed to 
the teeth for fighting was a falacious 
opinion. In that way w* win never 
do more than add to the destruction 
In case of foreign invasion, people 
who know, say that airplanes could 
blow us to pieces before we could 
use our arms for- protection. 


Rabbi Bloom said he was not In- 


terested in military statistics, being 
»n unreserved pacifist. 


Take the case of Germany. The- 


speaker admitted that he had noi 
lore for Hitler who had so mistreat- i 
«d his people. But in justice, he bad 
to admit that Hitler was not alone 
to blame. There waa the treaty of 
^rsaliles. with Wilson's erroneous 
idea of "peace without victory." 
*ben Germany waa formed Into sub- 
mission aad denied her own border.

leas lives of their countrymen If not 
of the world 
That Is living 
and 


dying to be constructive 
for 
our 


country. Rabbi Bloom admired the 
young man who was willing to die 
for his country but not willing to 
kill for his country. 


When we understand the needs of 


other people and are willing t» talk 
together nationally and Internation- 
ally to find some way out of starv- 
ing existence for people; of we can 
take our economic matters and settle 
them through the League of Nations 
or some different means, we will be 
well on our way to world friendship 


Rabbi JBloom thought we should 


have a part In the World Court, for 
It is wrong to

isolated. There is a vast power for 
food in an International Tribunal.

The author of "Awake and Sing" 


•nd other plays which attracted 
wide attention In tho past two yeari 
slipped into town for a vacation, 
heralded only by a small avalanche 
of acrlpu for which ntudioi de»ire<i 
hU iservlOB. Ho did not like any of 
thf-ni, but he liked Lewis Milestone, 
and when ho and the director met at 
a party Milestone lnt"ropti>d him In 
working on "The General Dlei at 
Dawn."

Odeti, who has lonslsh brown 


hair brushed back from a nlsb fore- 
head, and Is rather good looking, 
think* h« would have been a great 
musical compo?»r If he had not been 
a -writer. Beethoven Is his favorite 
artist, he says, although he has no 
eclectic knowledge of music. In the 
drama of Bectho\en's music, and in 
Shakespeare, hfl says he finds help 
la dramatic composition. 


From modern playwrights he "can 


learn nothing." Ho thinks Etfgene 
O'Neill I'dled" after "The Great God 
Brown." He thinks most critics se- 
lected the wrong things to praise In 
his own plays. He thinks writer* 
who are "clever" can say anything 
In pictures ther may wish to say. 
But he admits this might not hold 
true In actual production. He thinks 
plenty.
